BRIBERY WILL NOT DOWN. 


From the 2-^ttsbiirft foul, Juno 15. 
Dr. Swallow, the Prohibition candl 


dato for Governor, raises the questioi 
whether Judge Pennypacker, as an lion 
est man, can accept the Harrisburg 
nomination at the hands of delegates 
who sold themselves for eo much gold, 
"If he does," says the Prohibition candi 
date, "what must we conclude as to his 
own personal character ?" The turning 
down of JElkin in the peculiar way it was 
accomplished, Dr. Swallow says, ought 
to be worth Heveral hundred thousanc 
votes against Quay's candidate. 


This question of the triumph of brib- 


ery and corruption in the Kepublican 
State Convention is one that will not 
down. It is evident that Mr. Elkin does 
not Intend to keep quiet. The oilice was 
put on the auction block as street rail- 
way franchises and offices wero disposed 
of by Stone last spring. It went to the 
highest bidder, and Quay made the best 
offer. He was handling the Pemiypacker 
end. 
In his speech to his neighbors at 


Indiana on Thursday evening Mr. Eikiu 
made statements as to how forty-one 
pledged or instructed delegates were got 
away from him that leave no doubt of 
bo use of money in systematic bribery. 
"When I went to Ilarrisburg last Mon- 
day," said Elkin, "I had 193 delegates 
instructed and pledged for me. I tully 
expected victory. Before last Wednes- 
day afternoon forty-one ol these men de- 
serted me." 
Who induced them to re- 


pudiate their pledges and instructions ? 
[t is not only the admitted fact, but the 
x>ast ttat Quay did the business, Elkiu 
las been close to Quay for years, and no 
>ue knows his methods so well. "This 
las bpen Quay's most costly campaign,'* 
tays Elkin, and ho bus posted Quay's 
jooko in the past. The fact has leaked 
out ttiat one Allegheny county delegate 
got 45,000 for his vote for Pennypucker. 
One, two, three and four thousand dol- 
ais ure the Ugures set down for other 
lelegates. Oilicfs were used to corrupt 
lelegates or influential leaders wheu 
cash dealings were inconvenient and 
dangerous. 


We quite agree with Dr. Swallow, the 


Prohibition candidate, that Judge Pen- 
nypacker must speak out, either in de- 
'euse or condemnation of the way the 
nomination was handed over to him. 
We don't suppose there is a well informed 
jr caudid politician in the Republican 
party ot the State who does not have 
personal knowledge or the strong belief 
hat Judge Pennypacker's nomination 
waa the most audacious deal in corrupt 
lOlitics ever known in Pennsylvania.

We have several of this family, 
he splendid Ugprfyedium spectabilc, pur- 
ale, pink, and white, the yellow lady's- 
lipper, and others—six in all; but 
hrough New England, at least, the best 
known is the pink, or sternleas, lady's- 
Upper (Cypripcdiuin 
acaule, orchid 


It would be hard to find anything 


ileasanter than hunting for lady's-slip- 
lers on a bright June day. Like most 
irchids, they are very local in their 
labits ; but when once you know the 
ight kind of place to look, you are nearly 
ure to Bnd them. The botanical direc- 
ion is "dry or moist woods, under ever- 
greens," hot I have happened to come 
.cross them more often under lighter 
rowth—maples or young beeches. Look 
brough light, open woods, and along 
wooded ridges, where the rock crops out 
nd gray moss crunches under your feet, 
ooner or later you will find the lovely 
hings, standing sometimes singly, some- 
itnea in groups of three or four to ten 
r twelve. The whole plant is beautiful, 
'be great broad leaves are a warm green, 
ud between them, as from a sheath, the 
owny stem rises, with tbe perfect blos- 
om bending at the top. The flowers 
ary greatly in color, from deep rose- 
ink with purple veinin?3 to palest roae- 
olor; and some-times, if you are lucky, 
ou will find one that is pure white.

peculiarity,

than last for binding twine used in harvest- 
ing their wheat. It is learned from one of 
the largest dealers in twine that tbe pre 
vailing wholesale price for binder twine 
tbis year is about 11 cents per pound as 
against 73 cents a pound last year. 
The 


retail price paid by the farmer is about Ij 
cents a pound higher, or about 121, cents. 


From three to four pounds of twme are 


rt quired to bind into abeavea an acre ol 
wheat, according to the growth of the 
siraw. 
Th-.a year tbeatraw is light, owing 


to i he drouth, and only about three pounds 
of twine will be needed to the acre.

HOW TO JUDGE COWS. 


For years we have been appealing to 


our readers who draw any considerable 
portion of their revenue from milk or 
butter, to supply themselves with and 
learn, bow to use the Babcock test, says 
Wallaces' Farmer. Oar reason for this 
is that there is no other way known to 
mortal man to determine whether a cow 
is paying her way or whether she ie a 
dead beat boarder. There is not one man 
in 10,000 who can tell from the looks of 
a cow, or from milking her in connection 
with others, how much she is paying for 
the hay, corn and care she receives, or 
if giving a profit. The Babeocfc test in 
itself is not sufficient. There must be 
scales, a pencil, and a paper on which 
the weight of the milk and the per- 
centage of batter fat which the test 
shows are recorded, not once, but at in- 
tervals all through the year. In this way 
the precious can be separated from the 
vile, and we have never known or 
heard of the man who supplied himself 
with these conveniences and used them 
intelligently, that was not surprised at 
the results. Every man that we have 
ever known to try them has had to 
modify his opinion very considerably as 
to his own ability to judge the dairy cow. 
For example, a man who ought to be an 
expert recently passed his opinion on a 
cow at the Kansas Station to the effect 
that she was not a dairy cow at all and 
would not give over 100 poauds of batter 
per year. The fact is that she had a 
record of 350 pounds. It is not the high- 
est testing cow that gives the greatest 
per cent of profit, nor is it the cow that 
?ives the most milk, but the eow thai 
gives a reasonably large quanity of milk 
testing 4 per cent and over. This is the 
cow that has the golden hoof. Often the 
eow that tests a very high per cent but 
yields a small quantity, has nothing but 
a silver Loot. More frequently still the 
cow that gives a very considerable 
quantity of milk with a small per cent of 
fat, may have a hoof of bress and poor 
l-rass at that, because of the low percent 
of butter fat. Now, if you do not want 
to take this trouble, better get rid of 
your cows. The fact that a man wllj 
not take the trouble to and out beyond 
doubt or peradventure what his cows 
are doing, is pretty fair evidence that he 
was never intended to handle cows foi 
dairy purposes, except to the extent of 
supplying his family with milk and but- 
ter. There is plenty of money to bt 
made in dairying, provided a man will 
go at it in the right way, and the flret 
thing to do after providing abandanct 
of feed <md balancing it properly is to 
find out by the scales and the Babcoct 
test just what his cows are doing, thet 
systematically weed out the poor cows, 
supply their places as best he can ami 
with still better as the years go on, until 
he has a herd of twenty cows that bring 
him a clean 41,000 a year in milk ana 
calves. This can be done and done bj 
any man 01 good common sense whc 
hm a mind co follow up-to -date dairj 
methods. 


How long to keep a cow depends upon 


her work. Age should ba giveu no con 
sMeraUon as long aa the old cows aie 
giving a profit.
